The wonthinpon which we have jnst entared
will pretty surely close in Iiome upon a |
solemn proclamation of the dogma of Papal
infullibitity, The festival of the Prince of
the Apostles falls npon the 99th of June, Tt
is alwnys celebrated in the Eternal Oity with |
an exirnordinary pomp and splendor, and it
cannol be esteemed otherwise than natural
that thore who long for the promulgation of
a doolrine the effect of which will ba to
invest the successor of St. Peter with new |
and practically unlimited claims upon the |
reverence and the obedienca of the faithfal |
should desire also to see those claimas pro- |
mulgated to an expectant Church upon St
Peter's Day., |

It is true that the fathers of the (Eyumeni- |
cal Council have but just begun seriously to
discuss the opportuneness as well as the
soundness of this most grave and weighty
promulgation. While nothing oan be more
absurd than the majority of the telegrams
which are daily given to the public as records
of the debales passing in the Council Hall of
the Vatican, no secret is made or attempted
to be made in official quarters at Rome of the
general subjeot-matters brought up in those |

ebates. The questions to be successively
introduced into the council were settled upon
long ago, ns well as the order in which they |
should be presented to the fathers, And it
is perfectly well known that the question of |
Papal infallibility, while it has occupied the |
thoughts of all who are interested in the great |
ecolesiastionl parlinment of Catholie Chris-
tendom now sitting from the very outset of ‘
the proceedings of that parlinment, has only |

now cowme up formally for deliberate con-
sideration and decisive action in the angust
body. Butif any one imagine that a space
of three or four weeks is too short a time in
which to exhaust the argnments possible to |
be presented for and against the assertion of
a dogma as startling in its form as in its pro- l
bable consequences, he should be reminded |
that the (Neunmenical Counecil of 1861, though |
it consist indeed of fathers assembled to the |
number of many hundreds from all parts of |
tho inhabited earth, was yet organized ere it
cawe into being, under the careful and un-
fettered supervision of the Conrt of Rowme.
By the Court of Rome the definition of the
doetrine of Papal infallibility has long been
regarded as o necessary outcome of the as-
sembling of this great conneil. In the mouth
of January of the current year, while as yet
no suggestion of the definition had been ofli-
cially laid before or dwelt npon by the conn-
cil itself, his Holiness the Pope hesitated
nol to treat the subject as already con-
cluded. In that month Pins IX approved
and enrichied with indulgences a prayer for
the Greeck schismaties, in the conurse of which
he caused the following words to ba used: —
“0 Mary, immaculate Virgin, we beseech
thee to be pleased to entreat the Divine
Spirit in favor of our erring brethren, that
enlightened by Iis quickening grace they
may return to the Catholic Church under the
infalliblo authority of its “chief pastor, the
Roman Pontiff.” Remembering this, and
bearing in wind also that according to the
belief of devout Catholics all the opinions
and decisions of sucha body a8 an cecume- |
nical council must be held to be eventually
the expression of the snpreme will of the
Divine Spirit of Trath, it need excite no sur-
prise that the most solemn and important |
publications of doctrine should be expected |
to be made after no matter how brief a sea- |
son of incubation.

A matler of much more moment to the
world at large it is to consider how far the |
definition of Papal infallibility, if made |
indeed on the next St. Peter's Day in Romes,
is likely to command assent throughout the
Catholic Church. It has been somewhat has-
tily assumed that it can make no great prac-
tical difference in the ruling conditions of
the Catholic Church whether this definition
be or be not adopted. An infallible Church
the Church of Rome already claimsto be,
and the bishops of that Churoh have long
attributed so much doetrinal anthority to
their head in the Vatican that Protestants
and nor-Catholics may be excused, perhaps,
for underestimating the offect, whether for |
good or for evil, of the new stop now pro.
posed to be taken.

But it is as proceeding from the head of
the Church that Catholic bishops have here-
tofore accepted and reverenced those utter.
ances of the elected sovereign of Rome,
which, under the new definition, they will be
called upon to bow down befors, as emana-
ting from the personal successor of St Peter
nmf the personal inearnation of Him by whom
St, Peter was commissioned. However subtly
and ingeniously the new definition may be
construed by theologians into an apparont
harmony with the existing institntions of
the Catholic Church as well as with the actual
tendencies of the most enlightened portions
of the world of believers, it is certain that
the effect of this definition will be to in-
tensify the strictly personal influence of the
Roman Pontiff, and to create towards him
more and more of the sort of personal idola-
try paid by the Russian peasants to their
Czar. Thig, it seems to be elear, cannot be
done without setting in motion quite other
currents in nite another direction within
the bosom of the Church itzelf,

The Catholic Church of the present cen-
tury is a Church catholic] by nature as well ns
name. Ils general administration may be
vested in the official court which surrounds |
at Rome the chosen head of its hierarchy.

But in each one of the many conntries of
Eunrope and America in which the Church has
either preserved its ancient prestige eor
secured for itself within recent Limes a new
tenure of life and of activity, it exists under
conditions peculiar to that coantry, and
those who are charged with ita conservation
and extension find themselves forced to take

» constant aud careful acconnt of these vary-
ing conditions. It is already found to be
sufficiently tronblesome to harmonize these

leaders of Catholie opiuion in France and in
Austyis— 1he uen who best npderstand the
conditivis under which it bas been poasible
for the Church to recover in Vraveo the pres-
tige and the power which slio had lost, maialy

through her own faults and corruptions, in
the great revolution of 1789, and to prassrve
in Austria her importance and her property
despite the rapid rise and the overwhelming
progress in that empire of the prinociples
which have Jed to the confiseation of Church
estates and the prostration of eocolesinstioal
influence in countries like Spain and Portn-
gal und Italy—these lenders of Catholic
opinion believe that nothing but evil to
their Church is to be expected from a defi-
nition which will weaken the autonomy
of the varions branches of the great body.
Theso men know and appreciate far better
than any olique, whether of conrtiera or of
recluses, in Rome possibly ocan, the work
which the Church has to do in the midst of a
world which they have intelligenes enongh to
gen to be progressive as well as ravolationary.
Where the Church of Roma is propagandist
and aggressive, as, for {‘xnmp} in Groat
Britain, the centralizing doctrine of Papal
infallibility naturnlly enough finds support ars
and partisans, Where it is a well-conuti-

pletely as in the non-Catholic countries of
England and the United Swates, How far

speaking and Spanish-speaking countries,

POETRY AND DRUNKENNESS.
Prom the N. Y. Tribune,

Justin MeCarthy, in a late excellent article
upon the points of difference between Eng-
lishmen and Americans, asserts that, so far
6s his observation goes, Americans are the
goberest raco under the sun. “‘No English-
map,” he says, “*not a professed teetotaller,

| dreams of dining without a glass of wine or

ale. In Awmerica the ice-water for dinner is
the rule, the wine or heer the rare excep-
tion.” Mr, McCarthy notes, however, the
existence everywhere of bar-rooms for the
use of a respectable class here, and their con-
stant use, while ‘‘no Englishman whatever
above the level of a coal-heaver or g ocoster-
monger walks into a bar-room at midday and
swallows ardent spirits. The barr-ooms of
the Fifth Avenue Hotel or the St. Nicholas
would be useless institutions in hotels of that
closs in London,” He is keen.sighted enongh,
too, to detect the canse of Lhis seeming con-
tradiction in our habits, **When an Ameri-
enn drinks he dripks to satisfy a certain crav-
ing: tosupply a certain supposed nocessity;
not for the joy of drinking or the sweetness
of prolonged sensation.”

In this symptom of the lack of sensuouns-
ness among us Mr. McCarthy finds matter for
regret, which, we confess, our prejudices will
not allow us to share, Bixty years ago wine
or brandy were as commion adjuncts to every
meal here as in England; liguor was brought
into every rite of hospitality. Wedrank over
the new-born baby, and over the corpse in
its cofin, No bargain, no social call even
between women, was complete withont the
offered glass of wine; even ministers of tha
Gospel kept the usual liqueur stand upon
their sideboards. It is not fifty years since
the motion to refuse the sum customarily ap-
propriated by a Presbyterian Synod for the use
of liquor at their annual assembly was bitterly
opposed as Pharisaic and fanatical. That so
great a change has taken place in this regard
among the educated classes, and that drinking
is almost altogether confined to those who
drink to satisfy a certain physical eraving, we
are glad to acknowledge, even if we have to
plead gnilty that it is owing to a lack of de-
girable sensnonsness among us. We venture
to differ with Mr. MeCarthy when he ascribes
this deficiency in our character to the Paritan
element. *‘The man of the Northern and
Northwestern States,” he says, ‘‘has, to my
thinking, less of the sensuous about him than
any other man of any other nation. In his
eating and drinking, his art, his literatare,
the joy of the senses has litile part. The
deep, nbsorbing joy in a beantiful sight be-
cause it is beantiful rarvely malkes manifest ils
presence here.” Now the Paritan elsment
has in truth very little to do to-day with the
men of the North and Northwest—oertainly
notbing so far as its old acrid ascetio influsnce
is concerned. A certain thrift and driving
energy it has undoubtedly inoculated the
New England settlers with, wherover thoy
may be; but if Mr. McOarthy had remainsl
lopger among us he would have percsivad
that an utterly revolutionary reaction against
its iron rule has long ago taken place awong
them in both literature and religion. The
men most likely to finid beauly its own exousa
for being, or to be capable of *‘deep, absorh-
ing joy in a useless beautiful objeet,” ara the
descendants of the Pilgrim athers, It is
among the hard-headed and hard-handaed
Western settlers, not emigrants from New
England, that all high thoughts of heaven
and earth are brought down, sgnared, and
measured by the inexorable rule of vomwmon
sense, Those unfortunate pilgrims in tha
Muyflower have been saddled with all onr
national vices and virtues; from this crimas,
our lack of sensuousness, at least, thay can
now go seot-free,

Mr. McOarthy bimself gives the real canss
of it when he lints at the utter absence of
caste and traditional usage among us.
“Everything is on trial here; everything is
possible.,” Hence follows the perpetual fric.
tion, striving, clambering over each ovher's
shoulders: party conflict, individnal contlict.
The American is never, like the Englishman,
born into a sosial niche; he has not only his
Lread and butter to make, but his position
oot only to conquer the certain place, but to
convinee everybody that he holds it. Nothing
goes without saying lhiere, as in commnuities
long graded into ranks, A man's wealth,

piety, good breeding, must be, so to speak, |

THE NEW ELECTION LAW OF CQON.
GRESS.

From the N. ¥, Herald,

The Presidont on Tuesday approved the
Lill vecently passed by Congress entitled “*An
act to enforce the right of eitizens of the
United States to vote in the several States of
this Union, and for other purposes.” It fal.
minates the fifleenth amendment in some of
its sections, and in others it lays down oer-
tain rules, the general nim of which is to
gocure the purity of the ballot-box in elee-
tions of Nepresentatives, to provide that the
fabric of national government shall not ba
updermined by frandulent practies at the
polls. Certainly this is a good and honast
pim, Laws to prevent dishonesty or to
punish it are harmless and ineffestive pieces
of paper if the dishonesty describad in them
bas no oxistence; but if that dishonesty is
found to be n serious and growing evil such
laws must be entisfactory to all lovers of fair
play, to the millions who are honest, and can
be oppressive ouly to the rognes,

But it is argued against the present law
that it is an encroachment npon the rights of
the people, because to legislate to this effect
transcends the power of Uongress, This say-
ing that Congress is constantly exercising
doubiful power is the poll parrot utterance
of a sore.headed opposition that wastes itself
in drivel. One of the constitution doctors
of that opposition prates thus of the law: —
““The bill which has passed both houses of
Congress by a strietly parly vote purports
to have been passed under the ftiftecnth
amendment of the Constitntion, Therae is,
of eourse, no authority that can be pretended
for it, since the Constilution, in its original
purity, and down to tho time of the alleged
adoption of the fifteenth amendment, took
no notice of the qualifications of electors
even for any Federal office, excepting to
provide that in chioosing Representatives in
Congress the same persons should have the
right to vote who hbave it under the laws of
the respective Slales in choosing the mem-
bera of the mort numerous branch of the
State Legislaiure.” Now this is the ignorance
of a man who expounds a constitution he
never read, There is no point clearer, and
there are few poinls so clear in our constitu-
tional law, as that Congress has suprame and
ungnalifiecd power, whenever it may choose
to asserl it, over the whole subject of the
election of Representatives in Congress. That
power it asserts in this bill, and it distinetly,
specifically, and expressly declares that it
nsserts no more. Il

nue, or the effeot upon consumers and
the couniry—the effect boing a series of
monopolies which eonfer on the Treasury
no advantege at all commensurate with the
injury inflicted npon the great body of the
people. In the other case, the protection
upheld is the equitable application of a prin-
ciple which exacts no more than a dno regard
for native indusiry, in the apportionment of
burdens which fiseal exigencies render inevi-
table. On the latter basis, the simplification
and reduction of the tariff becomes possible,
embarrassments
from which onr industries suffer nnder the
requirements. of a heavy debt. The differ-
ence between the monopolists and the taritf
reformers is, then, after all, fundamental.
And it furnishes a gnarantee against all at-
tempts to fasten upon the llopuhﬁcan party an
issue which, in the present circumstances of
the country, no party can afford to make.
There must be the largest liberty of opinion
on the tariff question, and this liberty will
make possible a continunance of Republican
unity.

This mixing of parties and sections in re-
ference to a question so closely connected
with the nation’s material prosperity is nol
a circumstance to be regretted. Nothingcould
be more unfortunate than a partisan contest,
sharp and well-defined, in which a free-trade
tarifi or a protective tariff should be the
point to be decided. The vicissitudes of in-
dustry and trade, which are inseparable from
changes in the seale of duties, or in the po.-
licy of the Treasury, are sufliciently great
alrerdy. They would be rninous if the fer-
tunes of parlies invelved reasonable protec-
fion to heavily taxed lubor and capital, or
unprotected competition with the cheaper
labor and iore abundant capital of other
countries, Moreaver, the nbsence of irritating
partisan distinetions in the consideration of
the tariff affords ground for the expectation
that the good gense, the intelligence, and the
woderation of both parties will ultimately
unite in the revision of thie present tariff, and
in the construction of a tariff which shall at
once enrich the revenue and protect strug-
gling industries,

THE TARIFF QUESTION NOT A PARTY
ISSUE.

The debates and divisions in the Hounse of
Representatives npon the Tarit bill should
dissipate all fears as to the introduction of
party lines and party discipline on ths gene.-
ral question which underlies the imposition
of customs duties. The Democratic party,
judged by the votes of its representatives,
cannot identify itself with free trade; and
certainly there is scant support for those
who profess to find in the runks of IRepub-
lican fiscal reformers a host of converts to
free trade as a principle. An anpalysis
furnished from Washington shows that of
the fifty-five Dewocratic members, thirteon
have committed themselves to the legili-
macy of protection as a revenne principle,
while several others affirined the expedieney
of protection in exceptional ecases. Thus,
Pennsylvania Democrats vie with Pennsyl.
vania Republicans in supporting high duties
on iren; and the Kentncky Democrats aot
almost 88 & unit in favor of protection to
hemp. Local interests override Damocratio
free-trade puoclivities, and practically com-
wit these two great States to the protective
principle. On the other hand, thers are per-
baps ot more than a couple of Republican
wembers who have avowed lhemiclves free
traders on prineiple; the reformers within
the party who have fought steadily, and
withal successfully, against the preteasions
of the monopolists, having in no respeot iden-
tified themselves with free trade us a theory.
